
Nixon poll reveals mixed 
UTM student opinions 


Opinion among UTM 
students on whether President 
Nixon should be impeached is 
closely divided with only a 
slight majority saying they 
would not favor formal 
charges being brought against 
Nixon, according to a survey 
conducted by The Pacer 
Monday 

The random sampling 
survey was conducted among 
100 students with the 
classification, age. sex and 
race distributed in proportion 
to the campus population 

In general, the poll revealed 
that those surveyed were, for 
the most part, against the 
firing of the Special 
Prosecutor Archibald Cox by official 
Nixon and were in favor of 
Nixon releasing the full text of 
the White House tapes At the 
same time, the survey showed 
the largest percentage 
questioned consider Nixon a 
"crooked politician, while 
stopping short of calling for 
impeachment 

The poll revealed that 49 per 
cent of the persons polled 
opposed impeachment, while 
42 per cent favor it. Nine per 
cent said they had no opinion 

At the same time, 49 per 
cent of those polled did not 
know what is involved in the 
impeachment process 

Sixty per cent of those polled 
said they felt the President 
should release the full text of 
the White House tapes while 38 
per cent said they oppose the 
idea. Two per cent said they 
were undecided. 

Conversely, 56 per cent of 
those questioned said 
President Nixon should not 
have fired Cox while 38 per 
cent agreed with the action. 

Six per cent did not answer. 

Of those polled, 50 per cent 
said they voted in the last 
Presidential election, while 47 
per cent said they did not vote. 

Three per cent did not answer. 

And of the 50 per cent that 
voted, 65 per cent said they 
voted for Nixon and 35 per 
cent said they voted for one of 
the other candidates. 

Breaking down the 65 per 


cent that voted for Nixon. 55 
per cent of that number said 
they would not vote for him if 
the election was held now with 
the remaining 45 per cent of 
that number saying they 
would vote for Nixon again 


On a scale of one to five, 
with five the highest. Nixon's 
first term came out with a 
better overall rating than his 
current term 

Sixteen per cent of those 
quesioned rated Nixon's first 


at five. 

According to the U.S 
Constitution the President, the 
Vice President and "all civil 
officers of the United Stales" 
are subject to impeachment 
proceedings Congressmen 
are not impeachable, but are 
subject to removal from their 
seat by members of their 
respective chambers. 

In case of conviction the 
penalty may not be more than 
"removal from office and 
disqualification to hold any 
office of honor, trust or profit 
under the United States." 
Impeachment does not excuse 
a public official from later 
civil or criminal charges 
being made against him. 

Impeachment proceedings 
come solely under the 
jurisdiction of the U.S. 
Congress. The bringing of 
charges against the civil of¬ 
ficer must begin in the House 
of Representatives. By a 
majority vote of a quorum of 
its membership that chamber 
may formally impeach. 
However, it is necessary for 
two-thirds of a quorum of the 
Senate to concur in the im¬ 
peachment charge before 
removal from office is 
required. 

The impeachment 
procedure had its origin in 
France and England and was 
used against corrupt or 
tyrannical officers of the 
Crown. The first im¬ 
peachment usually claimed is 
that of the Earl of Suffolk in 
1386. It was used as a device 
by the House of Commons in 
the seventeenth century to 
establish parliamentary 
supremacy over the Crown 
The last trial for im¬ 
peachment in Britain was in 
1806 

Under the U.S. Constitution 
those subject to impeachment 
may become so charged 
whenever they commit 
"treason, bribery, or other 
high crimes and 
misdemeanors." However, 
under what actual grounds or 
conditions a person can be 
impeached has been a highly 
debated constitutional issue 

The first person to be im¬ 
peached under the con¬ 
stitution was a federal judge 
removed on the grounds of 
' ‘insanity." Some have argued 
that for an offense to be im¬ 
peachable it must be in¬ 
dictable in law. Others con¬ 
tend it can be broadly used to

Pot problems discussed

A program on marijuana 
recognition was presented to 
the dormitory resident 
assistants and head residents 
Monday night by Ted Council, 
assistant director of Safety 
and Security. 

The program was in¬ 
troduced by George Freeman, 
director of Housing, and in¬ 
cluded slides on marijuana, 
and a display table showing 
various marijuana i smoking 
devices. 

Council said the program 
was intended to help resident 
assitants handle drug 
problems better and become 
more informed about drugs 
and drug use. 

“Safety and Security had 
rather handle drug cases on a 
small scale,” Council said, 
"by educating the counselors 
on the problems, more 
drug cases might be stopped 
in the early stages." 

Council told of one occasion 


in which Martin Police and 
Safety and Security had 75 
search warrants to be 
executed. According to 
Council, this is the type of 
situation that they would hope 
to avoid by educating the 
resident assistants.

Student evaluations of 
teachers enable teachers to 
improve their teaching. It's 
just that simple. 

Each of us needs feedback 
in order to improve Even a 
rat in a psychology lab can 
improve at a task with 
feedback, but no one (not rats, 
students or even teachers) 
improves without it. The 
question next arises as to who 
best provides the feedback 

From talking with teachers 
on campus. I feel fairly cer¬ 
tain there are many 
drawbacks to peer evaluation 
among them the possibilities 
ot personalities entering in, 
the problems of what criteria 
to use and how these criteria 
will be applied. 

Bringing deans or depart¬ 
ment heads into classes leaves 
something to be desired in that 
they don't see the professor as 
he or she works every day. 

- Students do see faculty 
every day And since teachers 
are here to help students 
learn, doesn't it seem logical 
that students should tell the 
teachers how they are helping 
and how they could help 
more? 

I realize students would not 
perfectly evaluate teachers 
and some of us might be too 
harsh in our evaluations. But 
this would apply to all 
teachers so it could, should 
and would be taken into 
consideration 


Student evaluation of 
teachers goes on now even in 
the departments who don't 
officially do it. One way is by 
angry students who fairly or 
unfairly criticize teachers to 
department heads, deans, etc. 
This type of evaluation 
requires n* objectivity-just 
upset students. Wouldn't it be 
better if there was a way other 
than this for students to 
provide feedback on teaching? 

There is a better way and 
many departments on this 
campus already have stepped 
forward and are well satisfied 
with the benefits derived from 
their student feedback Even 
those teachers most opposed 
to it are pleased with the 
assistance it provides them in 
teaching. 

SGA requests all depart¬ 
ments to institute student 
evaluations of every teacher 
in each course they teach at 
least once a year We believe 
the results should be given to 
the teacher, his department 
chairperson and the dean or 
head of the school or in¬ 
dependent department 

Socrates taught that one 
should know himself Though 
this one could and can live up 
to the fullest of their potential 
Student Government asks all 
teachers to use student 
evaluations to know them¬ 
selves and to fulfill their 
teaching potential. *

registration process After 
outlining the four basic steps 
in general. Dean Allison went 
on to explain how it is 
determined what alphabet 
goes when According to the 
dean, the way the alphabet 
registers is figured according 
to every in-coming freshman 
class as to how many A's, B's, 
C's, etc. there are and this is 
done on a 12 quarter basis.

Lines like “If he didn't 
like my peaches, how come he 
had to shake my tree?”, built 
an immediate rapport with the 
audience on St. Louis Blues, 
the opening song 

I was surprised to learn 
about the concert that Mias 
Kittrell started in music as a 
Southern Baptist pianist. 

However, 1 was even more 
surprised that she teaches 
English literature, of all 
things, at Southern Illinois 
University, and that she has 
an M S. in philosophy from the 
University of Chicago. 

"My husband got me in¬ 
terested in Jazz," Miss Kittrell 
said. She said she and her 

nusband later formed a. jazz 
band with lome eojtege 
students and began working a 
club in Chicago. During the 
fifties, she played with a jazz 
band In Germany. 

"At that time, more Ger 
mans were interested in 
American jazz and blues than 
were Americans," Miss 
Kittrell continued, "but thank 
God young Americans are now 
taking an interest in blues and 
jazz."

Budget loss forces 
speaker cutbacks 


Chinchillas find new home

Due to a severe shortage at 
funds for the Speaker Com 
mittee. the number o t well 
known speakers that will 
appear on the UTM campus 
may be somewhat short of 
previous years, according to 
Dr Harry Hutson, chairman 
“Because of the limited 
budget, there are few well 
known speakers available 


within the price range that 
UTM can afford to pay," 
Hutson said. Hutson the 
budget for the committee for 
the current year is $6,386, 
which he said, “is ap¬ 
proximately $1,000 less than 
the budget for last year." 

"Occasionally,” Dr Hutson 
said, “a well known speaker 
will give a school or 
organization a bargain 
because that school or 
organization is located close to 
the path of a pre-planned 
tour." According to Hutson, 
such was the case when 
Gwendolyn Brooks appeared 
here earlier this quarter. 

“Shirley Chisholm is one of 
the most sought after and 
highly paid speakers in 
America,” Hutson said, “a 
senator's price starts at about 
$1,000-$1,200 and a 
newscaster’s price starts at 
grounds $1000 and goes up to 
approximately $5,000 for 
persons such as Walter 
Cronkite." According to 
Hutson, these people appear 
by appointments made by 
various lecture agencies. 

According to the budget list, 
the main source of funding for 
the committee is the $4,000 
contribution that is made by 
the Venture Fund. The other 
leading contributors are the 
Alumni Association which 
donates $1,500, SGA which 
gives $500, and the 
Development Office which 
contributes $386 

“Most of the speakers 
brought to the campus are of 
political or scientific nature," 
Hutson said Hutson also 
stated that the booking of 
popular attractions such as 
travelogues and music 
organizations is left to SGA 
and the speaker committee 
deals with organizations that 
are of an academic nature.

"We're going to do 
hemoglobin tests with them 
and then trade them to the 
Hodge Podge Shack for 
equipment and food for the 
other animals." 

The new campus 
residents come in two basic 
varieties, the beige, Costinas 
and the silver, Lanigeras, An 
albino completes the group. 

Perhaps the most popular. 
Thompson said, is “Killer", a 
silver creature who has the 
rare talent of being able to 
"talk." 

“1 consider him our best 


specimen,” Thompson said 
"I believe he will be one of our 
best breeders 

"We plan to start breeding 
them next year," Thompson 
continued “I suppose we'U 
begin next spring during April 
and May. two of the better 
breeding months ” 

Thompson said the chin- 
chlllaa-cages are set up six to a 
row, the first five occupied by 
females and the last occupied 
by the male. Each wears a 
collar which prevents her 
from leaving the cage through 
the small opening in '‘back 
The male, thougl s not 
hindered by a coll and is 
allowed to go “v. iting,” 
Thompson said. 

Chinchillas are native to the 
Bolivian and Chilian Andes 
Mountains, Thompson said. 
They are native to the rocky 
barren areas between 9,750 to 
19,500 feet elevation 

After a 111 day gestation 
period, the hampster-size 
chinchillas are born fully 
furred. 

“We must take an emery 
board and file the teeth and 
toe nails of the newborn," 
Thompson said. “Then we put 
pumice rock into their cages 
so they can keep their teeth 
filed down."

Lawyer speaks on 
handlers of snakes 


New members chosen 
for alumni council

Jim Emerson, the Alamo, 
Tennessee lawyer cooperating 
with the American Civil 
Liberties Union in the East 
Tennessee snake-handling 
case, spoke in the Humanities 
Auditorium last Thursday 

Emerson described the case 
in which he defended Liston 
Pack and the Holiness Church 
of God in Jesus' Name in 
Newport, Tennessee Pack and 
the others founded the fun¬ 
damentalist church in 1989. in 
which snake-handling and 
drinking poison are 
sometimes a part of the 
religious services, he said. 

This violates a state law 
passed in 1944 prohibiting the 
use of snakes or poisonous 
substances in any religious 
rites This law was first tested 
in 1947 when a man was 
arrested for handling snakes 
in Hamilton County, Ten¬ 
nessee, Emerson said. 

The case was taken to the 
Supreme Court where the law 
was upheld The court ruled 
that the First Amendment 
means a person has a right to 
be free in his religious beliefs 
but not completely in hta 
actions, he said. 

"Our point is, if handling 
snakes doesn't harm anyone 
but the person handling the 
snakes that the state has no 
right to tell him not to do it,” 
Emerson stated. He said he 
feels the First Amendment 
allows a person to practice his 
religious as long as it poses no 
"grave and immediate 
threat" to a non-consenting 
adult.

said one football player, who 
asked not to be identified. 

In another instance, a 
player coming out of the 
feeding area met one of his 
teammates and said, "Man its 
the same old crap; you're just 
wasting your time coming in." 

Many of the players said 
they feel they are not getting a 
sufficient amount of food, 
adding that nearly all the 
meals lack enough protein 
Broderick admitted this was 
a definite problem, but added 
he has been working on a 
remedy for the past two 
weeks 

He said since the players 
are in effect getting the same 
food as on a five-day meal 
plan, they are getting food 
which the dietician is 
preparing to meet the 
nutritional needs of an 
average student 
"We know the players need 
more protein and we are doing 
everything we can. con¬ 
sidering what we have to work 
with,” Broderick said 
Broderick said that the 
Athletic Department pays the 
cafeteria 1175 per quarter for 
each football player's meals, 
which is the same price as the 
five-day meal plan 
He said a portion of that 
money is used to pay for 
overhead at the University 
Center, which was not the case 
w hen the food was prepared at 
Browning Hall. 

The Athletic Department 
has always paid in accordance 
to the price of the five-day 
meal plan, he Said, but added 
that at Browning more of the 
amount went into the actual 
cost of food while the 
residence hall fees were used 
lo pay for the upkeep of that 
building 

Broderick said the only 
solution-would be for the 
Athletic Department to in¬ 
crease the amount It pays for 
athletic feeding. 

He said any variation from 
the normal menu, including 
substituting a meat for a 
vegetable, would have to be 
approved by Dr. Robert 
Paynter, UTM athletic 
director. ““ 


Several players complained 
about the quality of food 
served while on the road, 
including the many times they 
have been served cold chicken 
after the games. 

"Now isn't that something. 
Play a tough game and, 
wham, greasy, cold chicken," 
a player said. "Man, cold 
chicken Now that's a real 
down trip " 

In summary, the major 
complaint among the players 
centers on both the quality and 
quantity of food, but the 
emphasis of objections cen¬ 
ters on the lack of enough food 
for a meal 

Several players noted that 
after practicing a couple of 
hours each day, they came to 
the cafeteria both wanting and 
needing more food and more 
nutrition than the average 
student
